- Dianne Feinstein 
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The late Senator Dianne Feinstein broke so many boundaries in 
politics it is difficult to keep track of them: she was the first Jewish 
woman to serve on the San Francisco Board of Supervisors; the 
first woman to serve as Mayor of San Francisco; the first woman to 
serve as U.S. Senator from the Golden State and the first Jewish 
woman to serve in the United States Senate, to name just a few. 

But throughout her remarkable career, there have been setbacks: 
Feinstein lost her first two runs for Mayor in the 1970s, was passed 
over for the Democratic Vice-Presidential slot in 1984 and 2000, and 
in 1990 lost a hard-fought race for Governor of California. Somehow, 
however, Dianne Feinstein always managed to bounce back. 


Feinstein's life was also touched by intense tragedy, both personal 
and professional: her childhood was marred by her mother’s 
struggles with mental illness; an early marriage ended in a bitter 
divorce; her beloved second husband died of cancer just as her 
career was ascending. And, most famously, Feinstein was at the 
center of two of the darkest events in San Francisco history: the Jim 
Jones massacre in Guyana in 1978 which devastated the city that 
had been home to Jones’ church, and the assassination of Mayor 
George Moscone and Supervisor Harvey Milk, the latter happening 
just outside of Dianne’s office. Feinstein was the first person to see 
Harvey Milk’s body, and her address to a distraught city immediately 
after propelled her into the national spotlight as the face of outrage at 
the epidemic of gun violence. 


The Senator’s third husband, the late Richard Blum, was himself 

a successful and accomplished man who founded Blum Capital 
Partners, Blum also served on the University of California’s Board of 
Regents for decades, as well as other state and federal boards and 
advisory committees. Blum was an important donor and fundraiser, 
not just for Feinstein but for the Democratic Party at large. He 
counted all of the Democratic Presidents of the last 50 years as 
friends, but was especially close to Jimmy Carter, his jogging buddy. 
Blum’s greatest passion was for Tibet and Tibetan Buddhism, and 
his love of both led him to travel the world as a mountaineer and 
collector. Feinstein and Blum seem to have been the perfectly 
matched power couple, aligned in their politics, tastes, and desire to 
make the world a better place. 


| think many of us Knew women like Senator Feinstein: traditionally 
feminine but successful in a man’s world; firm but also willing to seek 
consensus; a little prim, maybe, but very, very tough. In the early 
days of the women’s movement, Feinstein was met with criticism for 
her centralist views, even though she was adamantly pro-choice, 
pro-child care, and pro-equality in the workplace.

For sixty-seven years William Alexander Coulter (1849-1936) 
chronicled the development of maritime activity in the in San Francisco 
Bay. His prolific career saw the city's devastation from the 1906 
earthquake and the showcase of its recovery at the 1915 Panama- 
Pacific International Exhibition. Ships Sailing in the San Francisco Bay 
with Fort Point in the Distance, was painted in the interim of these two 
historical events. 


Born in Ireland to a captain of the Coast Guard, Coulter was 
predisposed to seafaring life. From 13 years old he worked as an 
apprentice on a square rigger, taking time to paint and sketch in his 
off-duty hours as he learned the intricacies of the vessels on which he 
sailed. Over the next seven years Coulter gained first-hand experience 
of both ships and the sea until a chance ankle injury forced him to 
disembark in San Francisco. By the time Coulter arrived in the Golden 
State, San Francisco was already the cultural, financial, and naval hub 
of the American West thanks in part to its natural harbor and precious 
resources. The discovery of gold, silver and other precious minerals 
twenty years earlier had bolstered the development of towns and 
communities while railroad development brought more settlers to 

the area. 


Once established, Coulter took a job as a waterfront artist for the 
San Francisco Call newspaper where he produced pen and ink 
Sketches. The last major event he reported on for the newspaper 
was the destructive 1906 earthquake and subsequent fires. As ferries 
transported evacuees away from the burning city, Coulter made 
Several trips with them, sketching. The present work was painted one 
year into the aftermath of the earthquake. 


At the center of Coulter's expansive seascape is likely Glory of the 
Seas, the last in a long line of medium clippers designed and built by 
the great Donald McKay in his East Boston yard. Launched in October 
1869, she was registered at 2009 tons net and measured 240 feet

in length with a 44 foot beam. Billed to his own account at a time 
when he was in financial difficulties, McKay spared no expense in her 
construction and even accompanied her on her maiden voyage from 
New York to San Francisco. Unfortunately for him, news of his money 
worries had preceded him and when she docked, McKay found that 
his ship had been sold to Charles Brigham of Boston in lieu of his 
debts. Brigham later sold her to Captain Josiah Knowles, who kept 
her until 1880, and under his command she achieved many record- 
breaking passages. She spent the 1890s in the Pacific Coast coal 
trade but was laid up in 1902 until sold again in 1905 for conversion 
into a barge. Following the earthquake however, Glory of the Seas 
came out of retirement to haul lumber for the city's rebuilding. 


Beyond Glory of the Seas, Fort Point can be seen in the distance 

at left of center marking the entrance of the bay. Coulter revisited 
this perspective on several occasions. Another example of this is 
Coulter's San Francisco Bay with the 1915 Pan Pacific Exposition 
Beyond, which sold at Bonhams in 2019. In both instances Coulter 
paints steam and sailing ships in tandem on the water. In the present 
lot Glory of the Seas is seen coming into port while in the distance a 
passenger liner heads out to sea, perhaps serving as commentary 
on the proliferation of steamships ushering in a new generation of 
maritime activity. By 1923, the city fully recovered, Glory of the Seas 
was given a final reprieve in Alaska and burned for its copper fixtures. 


Painted during a time of great industrial and maritime change, Ships 
Sailing in the San Francisco Bay with Fort Point in the Distance 
immortalizes Glory of the Seas as the last great American clipper. 
Calm waters painted in complementary yellow and purple hues lap 
against the ship's hull while billowing clouds disperse to reveal a sunny 
sky and the prospect of recovery ahead. Coulter's panoramic scene 
pays tribute not only to San Francisco but to the ships that helped 
rebuild her.
